U. S. NAVY REGULATION CIRCILAR NO. 7. 


Navy DEPARTMENTS, Sept. 9, 1893 


Article 1593.—Strike out paragraph 3 and substi- 
tute the following: 

3. The executive officer and the senior engineer officer 
shall inspect weekly, and together, all compartments, 
double bottoms and mechanical devices for the manage- 
ment and safety of the vessel, and shall make to the cap- 
tain, after each inspection, separate written reports of the 
condition of the parts of the ship, and of the mechanical 
devices for which they are or responsible. 

The senior medical officer shall once in each week ac- 
eompany the executive officer, when that officer is inspect- 
ing the living spaces, holds and storerooms, and shall make 
to the captain, after said iaspection, a written report of the 
sanitary condition of the vessel. 

These weekly inspections and the names of the officers 
who make them shall be entered on the ship's log.

Tue Pilot Chart of the North Atlantic 
Ocean for September. 1893, published monthly at 
the Hydrographic Office, Bureau of Navigation, 
Navy Department, Washington, D.C., Comdr. Chas. 
D. Sigsbe, U. 8. N., hydrographer, publishes a sketch 
of an oil-distributiog sea-anchor recently invented 
by Thomas W. Wilson, a seaman of the U.S. ae 
serving on board the U. 8. training ship Portsmouth. 
The device is simple and cheap and might prove to 
be of special usefulness to fishing vessels at anchor 
in a seaway. New form for ice symbols, dangerous 
obstructions along the coast, storms in the North 
Atlantic, review of August, forecast for Septem- 
ber, etc., are also found in this number. 


Tue Victoria disaster has naturally resulted in 
lively discussions of naval s ffairs in Parliament and 
in tbe public journals and periodicals. In Parlia- 
ment, Lord Johu Hamilton, lately First Lord of the 
Admiralty, attacked the Government for neglectin 
to maintain the efficiency of the navy. He decla 
that unless a determined effort was made to con- 
struct pew warships England’s supremacy on the 
sea would vanish within three years. Sir E. J. Reed, 
member for Cardiff, who was for a number of years 
chief constructor ot the navy, declared that the die- 
aster to the Victoria was just what bad been antici- 
pated in regard to this class of vessels for years past. 
A sbip with a large armored centre citadel and un- 
armored ends was bound to capsize if badly injured 
in the ends. How many more ships, he asked, would 
have to capsize before the Admiralty gave up the 
construction of such vesseis ? 

THE committee having the matter under consid- 
eration, has madea supplemental report to the Sec- 
retary of the Navy, emphasizing its conviction of 
the superiority of the Holland submarine torpedo 
boat as compared with the Baker boat, and there is 
no doubt that the Department will soon authorize 
the construction of a mode! boat. The report re- 
comme2nds that the Hoiland Company be in- 
structed to have their proposed boat built at some 
responsible ship yard, and that it be awarded the 
contract at its price of $135,000. Of the $200,000 ap- 

ropriation, $150,000 was intended for the boat and 

60,000 for experiments. The Holland boat will be 
be able to descend toa depth of about sixty feet, 
and will make about ten knots under water. 

DvuRING a preliminary trial of the U. S_ cruiser 
Columbia, on Sept. 12, it is reported that the maxi- 
mum attained was 21 3 knots an hour. The run was 
made near Cape Henlopen under such disadvan-

Philadelphia in the passage from Rio de Janeiro to 
Callao, 5,000 miler, on one coal supply is attributed 
in well-pcsted naval circles to the peculiar excellence 
of design of the Philadelphia's engines, designed 
by Horace See, Superintendent of machinery con- 
struction for the Cramps. Mr. See gave to the Phil- 


adelphia's engines cylinders measuring, respective- ' 


ly, for high, intermediate, and low pressure, 38, 58, 
and 86 inches in diameter. The stroke is 40 inches, 
and the working steam pressure 160 pounds per 
equare inch. The Philadelphia, it was shown on 
trial, is capable, when run at full speed, of develop- 
ing a8 much, if not greater, horse power than the 
Baltimore. Consequently, the smaller diameter 
cylinders of the Philadelphia will present leas sur- 
face for condensation than those of the Baltimore, 
besides at the same time using steam at higher 
pressures. Mr. See aimed particularly in the designs 
of the Philadelphia's ns at carrying high steam 
prossures 80 as to permit of reducing the diameter 
of the cylinders as low as possible.—N. Y. Times.

Without including 
the final reserves, and only reckoning those men 
who have been thoroughly trained as soldiers and 
are liable for service beyond the frontiers, Russia 
has in round numbers 5,000,000 of men, France and 

Germany 4,000,000, Austria 2,500,000, and Italy 2,000-

creased. big 3 lately France, by lengthening the 
duration of liability to service from a period of 
twenty to twenty-five years, made an enormous ad- 
dition to her military strength, and the present 
German Army bill contemplates a large inerease in 
the numbers of the German army.

Tux difficulty between Maj. Bartlett and Capt. 
Cochrane is attracting mucn attention from the San 
Francisco papers. Their statements, however, are 
so conflicting and confusing that it is not easy to 
tellfrom them whois to blame or what it is all 
about anyhow. The mere fact that the Department 
bas appointed a court of inquiry to investigate the 
matter is taken by some of the papers to mean that 
the Department was unwilling to act upon the 
charges of insubordination made againet Capt. 
Cochrane, believing that there were two sides to the 
case, and that there may be something more in the 
controversy than appears on the surface. We pre- 
fer to await the action of the court of inquiry, now 
sitting in San Francisco, before commenting upon 
the controversy. For the present it is sufficient to 
give the cause of thetrouble as officially reported. 
This is found in the following letter of the com- 
mandant of the Mare Isiand Navy-yard, from which 
it will appear that the first suggestion of the court 
of inquiry came from that official and not the Navy

The shafting hardly amounts to more than a pipe, its 
thickness being only 3/8 of anincb. It was necessary to 
make the external diameter of sufficient size to secure a 
g0od bearing surface forthe journals. As this would give 
a@ strength considerably in excess of the actual require- 
ments if solid, it has been possible to make a relatively 
large hole. In large shafting the internal diameter rarely 
exceeds 50 per cent. of the external, while in this case it is 
more than 75 percent. A great deal of attention has been 

iven to the questioh of tne stability of these boats, weigbts 
ng kept as low as possible to give a good metacentric 
height. The 18-inch Whitehead torpedo, which weighs 875 
pounds, with its tube and iaunching gear isalittie over 
half a ton. This weight being considerably above the water- 
line, it was necessary to keep the other weights as low as 
ble. The engines were located and framing of the 
tsso arranged that the cranks would revolve between 
the floor plates of the transverse framing, thus lowering 
the centre of gravity of the engine to the lowest possible 


point. 

Calculations for strength of the beats for the Maine at 
their weakest section have also been made. These de- 
veloped the fact that the strain on the upper part of the 
boat, or at deck when on the crest of a wave, would be 0.64 
tons, or about 1/40 of the tensile strength of the material 
used ip the construction of the doats. While the primary 
object of these boats is their use as torpedo boats, cockpits 
with considerable seating capacity have been provided 80 
that they can be used as fast dispatch boats or barges for 
the Admiral of the Fieet.

CONFINEMENT FOR MINOR OFFENCES. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Tur custom cf confining in the guardhouse men who 
awaiting trial for trivial offences, is one I cannot disco 
the law or reason for. 

The 66th Article of War directs that “Soldiers cha 
with crimes shall be confined until! trial by Court- marti 
or released by proper authority,” but all violations of t 
Military Code are not crimes within the meaning of th 
articles, for the 62d thereof makes a distinction betwe 
crimes and venial offences by the expression “ All cris 
not capital, and all disorders and neglects.” The ratio 
deduction from this is, to my mind, that the 66th Artic 
does not demand the confinement of soldiers charged 
minor offences, but does demand that soldiers charged 
crimes be confined, most probably to prevent their flee 
from the punishment tbat would be inflicted upon them 
found guilty, also to remove them from their com 
with whos they are considered no longer fit to 
is easy to understand why a man charged with crime sho 
be imprisoned, but it is not so easy to understand why a 
dier who has failed to answera roll call, or neglected 
blacken bis shoes, should be locked up under guard toa 
the infliction of bis dollar fine. ‘ 

If I am correct, and there is no law requiring that sold 
charged with minor offences shall be confined until t 
by Court martial, why can not the powers that be d 

at soldiers charged with minor offences shal! remain, if 
for duty, on duty until tried by Court-martial? This wo 
keep many a man away from the guardhouse and its 
taminating influences forever and thereby benefit the A 
through the soldier. I.

EXTRACTING A JAMMED SHELL. 


ArtTsER the recent bursting ofa gun on board the 
German iron-clad Baden at Kiel, it was found that 
the shell which had caused the fatal explosion was 
still ficmly fixed in the bore. The task of removin 
it seemed dangerous and al nost impossible, for it 
was not known whether it might not explode again. 
But the risk of an explosion made it imperative 
that it should be gotridof. Elaborate preparations 
were made. First of all the rents in the bore made 
by. the explosion were covered over wich thick iron 
plates firmly secured. Tnen a charge of powder 
was inser and connected by an electric fuse with 
the eagine room. Then the gun was fenced round 
with & sort of rampart of stones, sandbags, 3nd thick 
oaken beams.

FORMULA FOR PITCHING TENTS. 
Zo the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


THERE is no authoriz :d method for systematically 
breaking from line and proceeding to pitch 
shelter tents when going into  Obiv 
nor do I kaow as it is necessary that one 
should be prescribed b7 the ulations. Neverihe- 
less a system is advisable, and for the infermation 
of those who have none better, the following is a 
convenient formula. The battalion being in line, 
stacks are formed and the battalion steps to the rear 
sufficient to clear the stacks when wheeled by fours 
to the right. The command is then given, “Fou 
right Companies Column right” and marched un 
the stacks are cleared when the fours are wheeled 
into line. The battalion is then in Colunin of Oom-~ 
panies with the left resting near the line of stacks. 
Tae command “Rear rank about face—forward 
march’ is then given and the rear rank marched 
until they are opposite the left stack of their com- 
p Ovrifiss. Lf there are vacancies In the rear rank, 
ix. C. O's, and musicians from the line of fi e closers 
step into the rear rank especially where number 8 is 
vacant; if numbers 2 and 8 are vacant, they need 
not be filled as numbers 1 and 4 can pitch their teats 
together. The order is then given “Extend distances 
for pitching shelter tents."” The mania each rank 
nearest the stacks stands fast and the other mep 
raise their left arm in the front rank, the right arm 
in the rear rank, and taking a side step take a trifle 
more than arms length from the man towards the 
stacks, the two rank: being baxk towards 
otber the distanoe of their compeng steaks apart, 
When the above is completed the mpany Oom- 
mander commands ‘'Uasling knapsacks,” “Un 
shelter tents." Theshelter tents being detached 
the knuapsacks, are held in the bands of the men 
who stand erect. The command “about face” is 
given and botb ranks face each other; yoy 
numbers 1 and 3 of front and rear ranks draw th 
bayonet or hunting knife or take a tent pin and in- 
sert it in the grouad between their feet. Tais m 
the place where the head tent pole of the shelter 
tent should stand, and if the ranks were proper! 
dressed the line of shelter teuts when granted 
be correctly aligned. Toe command “pitch tents” 
is then given and numbers 1 and 2 of each rank, and 
numbers 3 and 4 of the same rank button their 
tents together and proceed to pitoh them on the 
ground in front of them, placing the head teat 
pole at the place before marked. The koapsacks 
are then placed at the head of each man's tent and 
the blanket spread down, if required,inside the tents, 
The men then take their p'aces in front of the tents 
in their company street. In case the battalion com- 
mander does not desire to have the company street 
directly in rear of the company stacks, he can ad- 
vance or retire the companies after they form in 
column. He may also align the left guides of the 
companies any d noe frou the stacks he desires. 
If he further desires to have the company street 
any certain width he can direct one or both ranks 
te ma*ch ace-tain distance. Where there are va- 
cancies in the rear rank, the man of that set of fours 
must estimate the vacant space in extending dis- 
tances and allow for it. 

While this method is not as exact as layiog off the 
camp with a tape measure, it is claimed that it is 
sufficieatly practical for the ordinary bivouac camp 
for a night, on the march, and gots the companies 
speedily under shelter. After the tants are pitched 
the men can stand at the foot of their tents, or form 
company in the street, or reform at thestack. Camp 
is broken by inverse means at the sound of the gen- 
eral, the command “‘assembleon left’ being given, 
to close the ranks and distances.

THE QUESTION OF SMALL ARMS. 


THE Naval authorities have indeed taken a radi- 
calstep in the matter of a reduced calibre smal? 
arm. By the adoption of .234 as the standard 
calibre the Department has not only placed itself 
abreast of the lines of advance in ordnance mat~- 
ters, but has gone so far in advance that even the 
progressionists may soon begin to hedge. Some very 
excellent reasons, however, are advaned by those 
interested for the big jump taker, as will appear 
from the report of the board appointed to investi- 
gate the subject. Their recommedations have been 
approved by Secretary Herbert and a circular will 
shortly be issued by the Bureau of Ordnance in- 
viting inventors to submit their designs of breach 
mechanism for a magazine arm of the calibre men- 
tioned. Asa further evidence of the progressive 
nature of the Naval ordnance experts it is note- 
worthy that the Ordnance Bureau contemplates the 
adoption of nickel steel for the barrels of the new 
guns. Several sample barrels have already been 
ordered and will be thoroughly tested at the Wash- 
ington Navy Yard. As previously stated in’ the 
J OURNAL, the Bureau will furnish barrels and ammu- 
nition to all inventors who may desire to submit a 
breach invention. The board in their report argue 
that there has been a progressive decrease in calibres. 
with a corresponding increase in ballistic qualities, 
and this has been accelerated by the improvement 
in materials, methods of manufacture, and by 
the use of smokeless powder. This resultsin a 
muzzle velocity of 2,000 F. 8. at point blank range 
of 400 metres, and an effective range of 2,000 
meters, with an increase in the number of rounds. 
¢ arried per man to one hundred. 

This progressive reduction of calibre, still going 
On, as evidenced by the recent adoption of the 6.5 
rifle by Italy, Roumania and Holland, and of the 
7m.m. rifle of Spain and Ohili, together with the 
manifest superiority of the smaller calibre, leads 
t he Board to the conclusion that a change of cali- 
bre for the Navy small arm is desirable, and that. 
this change should be a reduction. 

In view of the rare occasions on which the Navy 
co-operates with the Army the board concludes. 
that the advantages to result from a common am- 
munition for the two services are not sufficient to 
warrant any considerable sacrifice of ballistic or 
tactical qualities. This is equivalent to the as- 
sertion that the Army Board has adopted an infer- 
iorarm. This being the case the Army is entitled 
tothe advantage of any superior capacity for 
selection shown by the Navy Board, for if it is im- 
portant that the Navy should have the very best 
small arm it is even more important that the Army 
should have the benefit of it. This playing at 
cross purposes between Army and Navyshould be 
stopped, and authority superior to them both 
should compel the adoption of the same gun and 
the same calibre for both services. Whatever weight 
isto be given to the argument that agreement is 
not important it isclear that this is no argument 
against agreement, and it is an advantage that. 
ought not to be lost to the Government because of 





professional differences of opinion. 
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The Naval Board reached the conclusion that 
fhere is asmall arm of different calibre from that 
adopted by the Army which possesses superior ball- 
istic or tactical qualities, and that this superiority 
is due to a reduction of calibre. In proof of this

“ The sectional density of the 6.5 mm. bullet being 
the same as that of the 0,30 cal., its carrying power 
is the same, ard having a vastly greater initial ve 
locity, its trejeotory is fistter and its terminal ve- 
locity is greater at all ranges. The penetration of 
the smaller bullet is also the greater, at least at ef- 
fective ranges. Moreover, the 65 mm. ammunition 
being the lighter, one-fourth more rounds of it can 
be carried with equal total weights. Finaliy, the 
shock of recoil is less with tbe smaller calibre not- 
withstanding its greater muzzie velocity. 

“The great superiority of the 65 mm. over the 
larger calibres from a ballistic and tactical point of 
view is apparent, and explains the fact that thie 
calibre, or the 7 mm., has been the choice of every 
nation which has recently adopted a new arm. 
Moreover, even those countries which have re- 
armed with the7.5to8 mo. calibres have carried 
on or are carrying on extensive tests with the small - 
er calibres and appear to be only deterred from 
adopting them by the enormous expense of re- 
arming.” 


The Board say in conclusion : 


“Asan example of the trend of opinion abroad it 
may be stated that oniy one gun of a calibre above 
7mm, was brought before the com mission which in 
November and December of 1808, tested arms for 
adoption by Chili, and all excepting this gun gave 
initial velocities of 2,400 ft. or over. Furthermore, 
while as yet no nation has adopted a lees calibre than 
65nm. extensive testa with 6 num. and 5 5um rifles 
have been carried on and severa! bigh authorities 
advocate the immediate adoption of the smallest of 
these. The superior qualities, both ballistic and 
tactical, which theory indicates as the result of a 
decrease of calibre, having now been confirmed by 
practical teets and demonstrated beyond doubt for 
calibres as low as 6 5mm., it is necessary to examine 
the reasons for fixing a limit to this reduction of 
calibre and to determine this limit. 

“First, there are difficulties of manufa cture which 
have constantly retarded the movement of reduc- 
tion of calibre, but which have gradually been 
overcome until with modern processes 5 nm. guns 
can be and have been constructed. Increased cost 
of arms and ammunition accompanies in reduction 
of calibre, but it becomes corsiderable only when 
the minimum calibre 1s app.oached. Next is the 
difficulty that with the inoreased velocities and 


twist of rifling accompanying the small 
calibres, the strains are also greatly in- 
creased, but the improvement in the qual- 


ity of steel used for barrels, and the greater 
strength and security of modern breech mechanism 
enable those strains to be safely withstood and pre- 
vent therapid wearof the barrel which results from 
the use of inferior material. The use of j wketed bul- 
lets without lubricant and of powder of little or no 
residue, together with the ease with which modern 
breech bolts can be removed, tend to prolong the 
life of small calibre arms and to render their care 
and preservation in service entirely practicable. 

“Last is the objection to the small calibre that 
the wounds produced by them will frequently not 
be sufficient to immediately put the wounded out 
of action and that their shock will not stop the on- 
set of excited men at short range. [:1reply to this 
it may be said that reports of the effects of modern 
arms of about 8-mm calibre in actual warfare all 
poiut to the officiency of these arms; that actual 
experience with a smaller calibre bas been limited 
to experimenss whose results are contradictory, 
and thus this objection holis nearly equally for all 
modern rifies. ‘‘herefore the board concludes that 
this doubtful and unproven disadvantage should 
not be allowed to outweigh the many certain and 
proven advantages of the very small calibre. 

“The two great arguments in favor of the smaller 
calibres are their higher ballistic qualities and their 
decreased weight of ammunition, but neither of 
these advantages is proportional to the decrease of 
calibre, since the weight of charge in cartridge 
case must be kept up in order to increase the 
velocity as the calibre decreases. 








CapTAIN James W. Porz, U. 8. A., in his recent 
annual report of the Military Prison at Fort Leaven- 
worth, shows a satisfactory condition of affairs. He 
refers to the establishment of a night school and 
says: ‘* The number of scholars bas increased from 
one hundred to two hundred and fifty, and it is be- 
lieved that henceforth the Military Prison will offer 
educational advantages equal to those of most ot 
the best prisons.”

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SPEAKING of the case of the Atlanta, the N. Y. 
Times says: ‘* It was intimated in the despatch in 
which these appalling facts were disclosed that the 
* honor of the Navy’ consists less ir doing of their 
duty by naval officers, without fear or favor, than 
in screening other naval officers whose neglect and 
inefficiency may have had disastrous consequences: 
It is even said that this false sense of honor is, and 
for many years has beeo, iaculcated at the Naval 
Academy, where ‘ honor’ requires a cadet to betray 
his trust and to deceive the Government that feeds 
him rather than to give up to jastice a deling1ent 
fellow-cadet. If this be true, then the sooner we 
make an end ot the whole rotten business the 
better. If ibis be untrue, where are the sensitive 
and spirited naval officers who ought to come for- 
ward and challenge it for the honor of their corps ? 
These are questions that the people of the United 
States must ask themselves, with emphasis, in view 
of the disclosures made respecting the Atlanta.” 
There can be no question that the Times is quite 
right in demanding of our Navy officers the highest 
standard of honor, but it seems to us that they are 
drawing much too broad an inference from the dis- 
position shown by cadets at the Naval Academy to 
shield each other from punishment. Will the Times 
refer us to any school of manly boys in which a dif- 
ferent standard of honor prevails? ‘* Boys will be 
boys,” even where they wear the uniform of Uncle 
Sam. In fairness the Times shou'd have stated that 
the attempt to shield delinquents at the Naval and 
Military Academies finds no favor from the officers 
in control. The only interference with discipline 
comes from the political and personal influences 
which are so potent at Washington. 








IN the event of ,the approval by the President of 
the findings of the last board in the case of Pay In- 
spector Stevenson, which is adverse to his promo- 
tion, and of the court-martial in the case of Pay- 
master Sullivan, there will be five vacancies in the 
grade of assistant paymastersin the Navy to be 
filled. The other three were occasioned by the death 
of Paymaster MacMahon, which occurred on Sept. 
12, by the retirement several weeks ago of Paymas- 
ter Barton and the death last! December of Pay 
Inspector Olarke. There are already several hun- 
dred applications on file for these desirable billets. 
Secretary Herbert has acted on the.case of Pay In- 
spector Stevenson and it now remains only for the 
President to say what shall be done with him. The 
examining board reported him morally unfit for pro- 
motion, but recommended that he be placed on the 
retired list. Secretary Herbert approved the report 
with the important exception of the recommenda- 
tion for retirement. This means that he thinks 
Stevenson should be dropped from the naval servic > 
altogether and that will be the result of the Presi- 
dent’s approval of his indorsement. 





Two more of the series of artillery circulars being 
published by the War Departmeut made their ap- 
pearance this week. These are Circular G on “Per- 
manent works and their attack by siege operations,” 
by Oaptain James Chester, 3d Artillery, and Circular 
F on “Ballistics,” by Captain James M. Ingalls, 1st 
Artillery. These will be welcome additions in all 
artillery garrisons. 





INSTRUCTIONS have been sent to department com- 
manders requiring prompt reports to be made to 
Washington of all orders issued involving travel, in 
order that the War Department may keep cluse 
track of ita Army mileage funés and thus prevent 
deficiencies. 


We note that a private soldier has,been tried by 
General Court-martial, mulcted $40, and relegated 
to confinement at hard labor for four months, for 
trying to secure his discharge on lying representa- 
tions.

Tue Engineer cal's attention to the fact that the 
mercantile tonnage of the United States, which be- 
tween the years 1850 and 1860 increased from 
3,535,000 tons to 5,353,000-tons, fell between 1860 
and 1370 to 4,246,000; and between 1870 and 1880 
to 4,068,000 tons. Even in 1890 it had only grown 
to 4,424,000, and in 1892 to 4,765,000 tons. Hence, 
a3 will be seen, the United S:ate mercantile marine 
was last year 588,000 tons smaller than it was 
thirty-two years before. With reference to the 
building up of our Navy, the Engineer says: 
‘* Whether or not the circumstances of the States 
are such as to demand the existence of a powerful 
fleet is a question which our neigtibors across the 
Atlantic alone have the right to decide. Certain it 
is that they have determined to spend their surplus 
cash on that form of luxury, and so far as can be 
gathered from particulars that have reached this 
country, they have, up to the present, expended 
their money on very serviceable specimens of both 
cruisers and gunboats. The success attained by 
their private shipbuilders both on the Atlantic and 
Pacific coasts seems to have given astimulus to 
the national desire for a mercantile marine worthy 
of such a large and wealthy republic. M-. Cramp, 
of Philadelphia, after building cruisers for the 
American Navy, such as would do no discredit to 
E swick, Fairfield, or Clydebank, is now busily en- 
gaged in the production of 9,000 tom Atlantic 
steamers, to sail under the Stars aud Stripes. To 
acquire Clyde-built ‘ flyers,’ change their names and 
pat them on the A nerican register, may do very 
well as a temporary expedient, and to form the 
nucleus of a line of United States swift passenger 
steamers; but it involves the passing of special 
Acts of Congress and the sacrifice of national pride. 
The American people prefer the attainment of thei: 
object in another and, as they believe, a better 
way; even if it means waiting a longer time for 
their ships, and paying a great deal more for them; 
and so we find not only Cramp at Pailadelphia 
working his yard to the full ex'ent of its capabili- 
ties, but also Mr. Huntingdon, at Newport News, lay- 
ing out a shipyard which, for area, accommodation, 
appliances, and completeness, will eclipse anything 
of the kind on this side of the Atlantic. Other yards 
are being started both on the Atlantic and Pacific 
coasts to give eff-ct to the wave of patriotic senti- 
ment which is now passing over the United S:ates. 
For it should be knowa that the Americans have 
now learned the art of steel shipbuilding, and are 
expert in the production of marine engines as well. 
Some of the principal shipyards and engine shops of 
the United States are, in regard to every particular 
but cost of productioa, almost as well able to build 
ships as ourselves; and the ‘almost’ may be 
omitted in regard to one or twoof them. True it 
is that some methods of work which have long been 
abandoned in this country, by reason of their 
slowness and costliness, still prevail over there; but, 
on the other hand, the shrewdness and ingenuity of 
the people when directed upon this industry have 
resulted in the evolution of machines which cur 
shipbuilders will doubtless find advantage in copy- 
ing.” 








Tue Militar Zeitung, organ of the reserve and 
Landwehr officers of the German Army published 
in Berlin, discusses in a recent number the subject 
of the projected ship canal crossing France from 
Bordeaux on Atlantic wa ers to Narbonne on the 
Mediterranean. The Militar zcitung considers that 
the saving in time which a canal transport of 1,000 
kilometers would give over a sea voyage of 2,700 
kilometers would be of even overwhelming import- 
ance in its effects upon the concentration of vessele. 
“‘The saving of time," it saye, ‘ almost constitutes 
victory under the present conditions of war.” The 
1,0C0 kilometers is reckoned from Brest, through 
the Garonne and the canal, to the Balearic Islands, 
and the 2,700 kilometers is the routs of a supp sed 
British fleet from Piymouth, via Glbraltar, to the 
same point. The Zeitung, however, doubts whether 
the immense difficulties and cost of the undertaking 
could be overcome even by the engineering and fin- 
ancial geniusofthe French. The Militar Zcitung is 
a well conducted military paper that discusses both 
home and foreign military affairs with skill. Its in- 
dependence of view is indicated by a remark upon 
the comparative strength of the Army and Navy in 
thie country. “ With greater propriety than E1g- 
jJand the Union (United States) lays the greatest 
weight of its armament in the ficet.” Thisapproval

of the people of the United States is to stay on land, 
mind their own business and leave the rest of the 
world to Exglishmen and Germans. 








In- 
fantry, at the recruiting headq iarters, 82 West 
Madison street, Chicago, I[1l., last month enlisted 78 
men; rej cted without examination, tully 200; re- 
jected after examination, about 200; the medical 
examiner, Dr. Appel, rej cted; about 20 who had 
been passed by Captain Reade for his scrutiny. 
Among those accepted were old soldiers, grocery 
clerks, wood finishers, teamsters, carpenters, bakers, 
coacbmen, painters, cement workers, tailors, en- 
gineers, waiterz, iron workers, school-teachers, 
salesmen, gildere, farmers, sailere, hospital nursee, 
photographerr, boiler makers, tinsmiths, machin- 
ists, book-keepere, blacksmiths, butchers, watch- 
makery, “ tourists from abroad’’ and lab>rers. 
The rej-cted list presents almostan equal array 
of vocations, including some former soldiers and 
ex membars of the Columbian Guard. Every man 
accepted had to prove his record, character, babits 
and general standing. No effort, outside the office, 
is required to obtain desirable recruits beyond the 
placing of posters. I: is suggested that the present 
recruiting posters be changed, because misleading, 
since the passage of the ten-year act. All candi- 
dates are required to familiarize themselves with 
the contents of the ‘‘ Soldiers’ Hand Book ” before 
being sent to a general depot. Someof the appli- 
cants have been required to learn, also, that por- 
tion of Manual of Guard duty that defines the du- 
ties of a sentinel]; this before being sent to Columbus 
Barrack;. Every recruiting rendezvous shou!d be 
spacious enough to have a recreation, study and 
drill room, and a room where men “‘on probation” 
can be observed. O.herwise accepted candidates 
have to loaf around, sit on their bunks, suck their 
thumbs and get into mischief. At no time since 
the close of the civil war has the number of appli- 
cants for enlistment been so great as now. The 
supply exceeds the demand and acceptance for the 
Army is reduced to a matter of competitive exam- 
ination in many respecis other than purely physical 
ones. One way to reduce the percentage of deser- 
tions in the Army and the number of court-martial 
trials is to raise the standard and rigidly exclude 
doubtful men. Of course recruiting offixers will 
make mistaker, but if it be true that the best man 
makes the beat soldier, adherence to rules of scru- 
tiny, record examination, etc., will resuJt in an in- 
creased standard, About halt of the enlistmente at 
Chicago have been native born Americans. With 
the close of the Columbian Exhibition, a large num- 
ber of applications from the Columbia Guards— 
chair-pusherr, guider, etc.—are eapested. From 
these applicants, endorsed as they necessarily are, 
and instructed and intelligent as they are, a con- 
siderable percentage of excellent recruits are ex- 
pected.

RECENT DEATHS 


THE death Sept. 11 of Paymaster John Macmahon, 
U. 8S. Navy, from heart disea:e, in Boston, Mass., has 
been reported to the Navy Department. He was 
appointed an acting assistant paymaster Nov. 1l, 
1864; assistant paymaster July 23, 1866; passed assis- 
t ot paymaster Dec. 11, 1867, and paymaster Sept.

(Correspondence of the Army and Navy Journa.) 
THE ARMY OF KOREA. 
Szovut, Korma, May 17, 1893. 

THERE have recently appeared in one of the New 
York journals, two or three letters regarding Korea 
and the Korean Army. In one or two instances ex- 
— _— them bave been made in your esteemed 

ournal. 

By whomsoever written, the ratson d’ étre of one 
or two of those letters is quite palpable; and asa 
cheap method of paying off attention shown while 
on a visit to Seoul may be pardonable, if not com- 
mendable. The motive of another one is incom- 
prebensible. [t gives the names of severai-—not all 
of the—Am 6 in the service of the King of 
Korea. Gen. Legendre was therein spoken of as 
Prime Minister. 

He got his title of General in the war of 1861-5, 
lead a New York regiment. Afterwards he en- 
tered the consular service (in China), and has, since 
leaving that service, lived in Japan, where for a 
time he was attached to the Finance Department of 
the Japanese Government. Three years he took 
service in Korea in a similar capacity. Heis the 
financial adviser of the government, and is attached 
to the Interior Department, usually called in Seoul, 
the Home office. The head of that department is 
called President of the Home office, and there are 
several vice- presidents. 

The President is a Korean, and Gen. Legendre is 
one of the vice-presidents. Heis very much put 
out at being dubbed Prime Minister. The Prime 
Minister is a Korean. 

Anether one mentioned in that letter is Mr. Great- 
house. He was, during Cleveland’s first adminis- 
tration, Consul General at Yokohama, the principal 
port of Japan. When he left that service two or 
three years ago, he became the legal adviser to His 
Korean Majesty, and is, like Legendre, attached to 
the Interior Department, and, 1 think, is also one 
of the vice-presidents. 

Another one mentioned in that letter is Gen. Dye. 
well known in the U.S. Army. He is described in 
that letter as Commander-in-Chief of the Korean 
Army. [am sure he would not sail urder false 
colors. Unfortunately there is no Commander-in- 
Chief of the Korean Army, though Gen. Dye has 
long struggled to have a Korean designated for that 

on. 

There are generals, several of them; but they are 
wholly independent of each other—the King him- 
self giving each his orders, and personally receiv- 
ing their reports. For this purpose they go to the 

ace once in every twenty-four hours—most gen- 
erally at night, for the King, like the .<‘=ra in an- 
cient Carthage, attends to mostof his Jusiness at 
that time. There isa War Department or Ministry, 
The President of this department is a Korean gen- 
eral, a relative of the Queen, and Gen. Dye is a vice 
president, military adviser, eto. 

Not more accurate are the other letters referred 
to above. Their author, if he knew anything about 
military matters, and was sincere in his writings, 
was ill-informed. He states that the Korean troops 
have been taught Upton’s tactics. I think it may be 
safely said that there is not & command or move- 
ment executed by them that can fairly be called 
Upton’s. The principles of tactics, as recognized the 
world over, have long been quite the same; but the 
commands usea to put the troops inte motion to at- 
tain certain ends on the battlefield are as many as 
the nations, and secondary movements are in some 
instances not the same. 

These differences usually arise to overcome diffi- 
culties which present themselves to the tactician. 
For instance, to procure space for the free move- 
ment of the men when marching in column hens a 
path or narrow street (without unduly lengthening 
out) has beena difficulty; and among the several 
methods adopted to ve the problem, Upton 
adopted the movement by fours. And this was the 
peculiar distinction of his tactics, entitling the 
method toaname. This has not been taught the 
infantry of Korea. In the United States, the cavalry 
imposed movement by fours upon the infantry, the 
principal arm of our Army, which should be left 
free to adopt the most ex editious method to attain 
a tactical end, especially in the days of magazine 
guns, which may fire at least twice while fours are 
wheeling about. Celerity of movement was sacri- 

ced to harmony of commands in the three arms. 

Five y ago, when the organization and drilling 
of the Korean troops began, Gen. Dye had three as- 
sistantse, no one of whom could be called a military 
man. Two soon showed themselves uneruited for 
the service 3nd were discharged. The other one had 
served one enliscment in the Marine Corps, I believe 
as clerk, and came to the work here with little or 
no knowledge of what was to be done, but with 
some aptitude in learning the rudiments of drill— 
company and skirmish drill. What little he knows 
he has learned under instruction in Korea, just as 
every Korean officer and N. C. officer has done. 
Upton’s tactics being, as Gen. D. thought, unsuit- 
able in prinample, and not sufficiently simple and 
harmonious in commands to be readily taught to 
new troops knowing not a word of English, 
about at once to draw up commands which the na- 
tive troops have readily comprehended, The details 
have necessarily been taught mostly at drill, though 
much has been translated into Korean, into which 
language before long all the commands, details and 
explanations, etc., wil) be rendered. General D. is 
now at this work, among his other labors. It will be 
seen that from the very fi until to-day, he has 
necessarily been constantly upon the drill 
ground, often twelve or more continuous hours, 
geaching others For every advance that is 
all—assistants and ali—have to be taught enough to

One of the common punishments in Korea is 
by the paddle, which that letter refers to; but it is 
not carried along in the line of file closers by anon- 
com. officer; nor isit ever to be reen with a com- 
pany drilling or marching to and fro. 

These instruments of punishment are kept at the 
barracks (and magistracies), and only occasionally 
when large bodies of troops go some distance from 
the barracks to be gone some hours do the paddles 
follow, and then at a respectful distance. But 
days and —- by, without one among s bat- 
taliop of men being punished in that way. Though 
this method of punishment is degrading, if itis te 
come, expedition instead of gu house and court- 
martiai is weloome. This character of punishment 
is decreasing in Seoul. And it is ooy about thirty- 
two years since it was abolished in the U. 8. army 
and some of the States yet rely upon this punish- 
ment for certain crimes. There are seve other 
spenpurecies in those letters that need not be no- 

ced. 

The Korean soldier learns quickly, but there are 
80 many holidays and continuous duty days in the 
pulace, that the same soldier seldom begins drill 
again where he left off—thesucocession is not acou- 
rate enough to —e impress the whys and where- 
fores upon the mind.

The 
Viadimir route of 126}; miles was done with a full 
night's rest and frequent stoppages, the best time of 
the three separate journeys being thirty four hours 
n al), and the longestforty-two and a balf bours, 
of which only seventeen werespentin actual riding. 
The Yaroslavi route of 17644 miles was donein forty- 
four hours, including two tull night’s rest of sixteen 
hours, and twenty-eight hours’ actual riding. 


Tue Bangkok correspondent of the London Times 
says of the negotiations between France and Siam: 
“Tbe French bave prohibited the Siamere from re- 
ceiving the assistance of their foreign legal diplo- 
matic advisers, apparently in the attempt to over- 
reach Siam. The demands of M. de Vilers, France’s 
Special Envoy, exceed those of the ultimatum.” 


EMPEROR WILLIAM Will attend next the man- 
ceuvres of the 14th and 15th army corps. The 15th 
army corps, was reviewed in Strasburg Friday, and 
began after a day’s rest its march northward along 
the left bank ef the Rhine. On Monday or Tuesday 
nightits venguard reached a point southwest of 
Carlsruhe and there opposed an attempt of the 14th 
Corps to eroes the river. This operation is regarded 
with special interest by the Emperor, as it involves 
the question of getting German armies across the 
Rhine in the pext war with France. On Wednesday 
the 14th and 15tb corps will fight a final battle near 
Hagenau. The Wurtemberg manceuvres will open 
on Saturday in the neighborhood of Ludwigsburg. 
Among the innovations tested at the Metz mancu 
vres was the use of bicycles. The result was most 
satisfactory. The bicycle service was thoroughly 
approved by thestaff and will be introduced gen- 
erally. Wheelmen were found especially useful as 
night couriers. They were armed with revolvers, 
and a bayonet was attached to each machine. The 
despatches were carried in knapsacks on the backs 
of the riders. The captive balloon having connec- 
» tion by telephone with the ground was found to be 
an easy means of observing the enemy’s strength 
and movements. The captive balloon has long been 
used in the German arwy, but not until this fall 
has it been so contrived as to be of much practical 
use on a battlefield. 


fhe Bankok Press asserts that the French fired mele 
nite sbelle, and that one shell tore its way through 
the iron bulwarks on the side of a Siamese ship, 
ripped up some planking and struck a windlass 
before it exploded, killing three men and wounding 
others. Elsewhere Hotchkiss “bullets” are mention- 
ed as slightly wounding some of the Siamese sailors. 
The passage was forced on a flood tide, just before 
nightfal), and although in one part of the account 
itiesaid that a subaarine mine was exploded 50 
ards abead of tbe leading ship, in another regret 
8 expressed that torpedoes had not been placed in 
the river. The Siamese vessels would have proved 
better obstructions under water than above it, and 
as the Army and Navy Gazette says, it has once 
more been demonstrated that forte, unless in excep- 
fone pe favorable circumstances, are unable to pre- 
vent ably handled ships from entering a channel.

FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 


The House Naval Committee has been commend- 
ably prompt in reporting Mr. Meyer’s resolution for 
a joint commission to investigate the needs of the 
personnel of the Navy. If like promptness prevails 
when the commission gets to work there will at 
least be a chance of legislation m this direction 
during the present Congress. The resolution was 
unanimously adopted and with but little discussion. 
This discussion showed clearly, however, that each 
member fe!t the necessity of doing something to re- 
lieve the present stagnation in promotion. The 
following is the text of the resolution as finally re- 
ported to the House: 

Whereas, There are continually before Congress bills deal 
ing with the question of rank and pay in the Navy, and 
otber matters concerning the perzonnel of the same, and 

Whereas, The present jaws relating to this subject are in 
many iostances imperfect, inc nsiderate, unjust and the re- 
sult of piecemeal! legislation, now therefore be it 

Resolved by louse of ntatives and the 
Senate concurring, that a special committee, consisting 
of tbree members of the House and three members of the 
Senate, be appointed respectively by the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives and the President of the Senste, 
whos duty it shall be to fully investigate and consider the 
entire subject of the rank, pay, and other matters re 
Jlating to the personne! of the Navy; to bave power 
to send for persons and papers, sit during the re- 
cess, if any, and during the sitting of both Houses, 
and to report at any timeafter it cunvenes as may be 
convenient, what legisiation, if any, is necessary in the 
premises. Any till so reported by them shall simplify, codify 
and revise ex'stiog laws relating to the personnel of the 
Navy,9o far as may be found possibie.And said joint commis- 
sion is bereby authorized te employ a elerk at $4 per day and 
& messenger at $3 per day while employed,and any expenses 
iacurred by said commission in performing tne duties here- 
in requi shall be defrayed equally from the contingent 
funds of the two Houses.

The Senate has acted with unusual promptness 
this session on Army and Navy nominations. Every 
nomination relating to the Services thus far sent in 
has been confirmed, and within a very few days 
after they reached the Senate. Others are still due 
from both Services, but the delay is with the Ex- 
ecutive and not the Senate. 

THE introduction of bills in both houses of Con- 
gress continues with each day’s session. The 
3,000 mark has already been reached in the House, 
while the Senate has a record of one-third of that 
number. Tbe Service committees get their usual 
proportion. With rare exceptions the measures of 
interest to the Services are old bills and many of 
those introduced in the House during the past ten 
days are duplicates of Senate bills already printed 
in the JouRNAL. Mr. O’Neil’s bill to create an 
Army ‘‘reserve list” and Mr. Robinson’s proposi- 
tion to extend the 380 year retirement law to the 
Navy are the most interesting military measures 
introduced during the current week. 

The Naval Committee of the House is the only 
one of the Service committees that has done any 
legislative business thus far. It is becoming evi 
dent that there will be very little committee work 
before the regular session begins. 

All the members of the Naval Committee called 
to pay their respects to Secretary Herbert at the 
Navy Department on Wednesday last. Although 
the call was largely of a social nature, the discus- 
sion which followed showed that the Committee 
and Department —— a good deal of work 
for the improvement of the Service, both as re- 
gards material and personnel, and that there will 
be a hearty co-operation between the two.

ELECTION OF NON.-COMS. 
To the. Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


A LETTER published in the Seventh Regiment 
Gazette, for Feb. 98, signed “In the Ranks’’ says; 
“Non-coms. area ‘s staff, and heshould select 
them. The captain is responsible for his company, 
and should have the choice of those whose duties, 
next to his own, are most important. Lhe captain 
knows the qualification of the candidates better than 
any other man—better than all the other men. Com- 
pany politics would die a natural death, and com- 
pany, quarrels cease. 

“The innovation would meet with fierce opposi- 
tion at first, but itis the right system, and would 
earn approval from its bitterest opponents as soon 
as it had time to show its effects. Soon the ranks 
would be full of men who never took in & cau- 
cus, and who never learned thus to thwart their ca: 
tain’s will, and the habit of obedience would quickly 
bring into cheerful submission the older men iu the 
ranks.” 

Again, the ARMy inp Navy JouRNAL affirms that 
the non-commissioned officers of the 7th are not 
propessy- obeyed and respected. The key to this fault 

8 in the election of non-commissioned officers. “In 
the Ranke’’ puts the case in its true light. [tis bad 
oneus to occasionally have an election of officers 
(we do that in Ohio); but it is infinitely worse when 
you have to elect non-coms. Oorporais and ser- 
geants change so often that it must keep the com- 
pany in a continual ferment over the elections. 
Candidates for these places must “stand in” with 
their men constantly, so as to get the next grade; 
and we can’t see how a non-com. can do his duty 
and insist on others doing theirs while making 8 
canvass for office. In Ohio the non-coms. are ap- 
pointed by the colonel, on the recommendation of 
the company commander, and this seems to me a 
much more sensible plan. The supposition is, how- 
ever, that this does not apply alone to the 7th. It 
must be part of the State code, and consequently 
applicable to the entire N. G. 8. N. Y.

In this connection permit me to advance an idea 
that has possessed me for forty years or more. It 
is this: When the fag is hoisted let it never come 
down, neither in day time, norin night time—neither 
in sunshine nor in storm. 

It has long been a settled conviction with me that 
under no conceivable ciréumstance should the 
American Flag be pulled down. 

ln my judgment the Army Regulations requiring 
the Flag to be hauled down at sunset are wrong. 
The Fiag is the embiem of the sovereignty of the 
Ambprican People, the symbol of a reigning Gover- 
ment, and Government does not cease at sundown. 
Where would be the glorious song of Key, had the 
Star Spangled Banner been hauled down at sunset

There is a single and an ignominious argument 
for the lowering of the Flag—it costs money to keep 
it flying. Why have a flag at all, it costs money to 
buy it. While claiming no greater patriotism than 
any other good American citizen, my idea is, the

their friendship nor their official ror When 
it was thought best for the good of the great cause 
that General Greene should Selinaaiel bis com- 
mand as a fighter, and take the comparatively sub- 
ordinate position of Quartermaster General, Wash- 
ington’s request was all that was needed, and this 
patriotic and self-sacrificing man cheerfully aoc- 
==: the position, end with his usual careful ad- 
istration soon brought it out of a chaotic con- 
dition, and turned it over to his successor in com- 
plete working condition. Throughout his entire 
larvieo he never failed to answer every demand 
made upon him, and when be again took the field as 
acommander he wrested the victory from Bng- 
land’ 's best troops, and under circumstances of the 
most unfavorable nature. We hardly know which 
to admire most in this great man, bis signal ability 
asa general, or his modesty as a man; but when 
with these are coupled the devotion to his count 
and the unswerving lovalty to the great gen ‘ 
the admiration of the reader is thoroughly fixed, 
and his interest aroused. It is difficult to lay this 
book down before concluding it, and the author 
deserves the thanks of all students of history for 
the manner in which he has performed what was 
surely a grateful task.
